AIDS PART MAKERS 


M.E.A. Predicts Record 
Sales Level for 
Coming Year 


EW YORK, Dec. 29.—Manu- 

facturers of automotive parts, 
accessories and repair equipment 
are closing their greatest year 
with production and sales at high 
levels and will open 1929 with 
virtual assurance that duri this 
year 1928 records will “7 sur- 
passed, according to the Motor 
and Equipment Association, which 
is composed of approximately 800 
manufacturers and wholesalers of 
automotive products. 

With a production of approxi- 
mately 5,000,000 motor cars and 
trucks looked for next year, syp- 
pliers of units and parts to the car 
manufacturers and replacements 
and accessories to the trade will 
have to maintain operating sched- 
ules at extremely high levels to take 
care of this increased demand. 

During this year manufacturers 
of units and parts for original 
equipment of motor cars havé had 
their greatest year because of the 
increased vehicle output. Segvice 
parts manufacturers have 
shown a consistent increase 
throughout the year and will con- 
tinue this gain because of heavier 
car registrations and more improved 
highways, which means greater de- 
mand for replacements. < 

Accessory makers and also man- 
ufacturers of garage repair equip- 
ment have had a satisfactory year 
and will show further improve- 
ment during the next few months 
in line with the general expan- 
sion of the industry, increased 
purchasing of additional equip- 
ment by car owners and more re- 
pair work, 

Business of automotive wholesalers 
has been on the upgrade since early 
in the summer, with November the 
greatest month in their history foér 
|a large number of jobbers. In No- 
vember, business of parts-accessory 
manufacturers declined seasonally 
from October, as was expected, due 
partly to the fact that a number of 
car manufacturers were practically 
out of production, due to change- 
overs to new models. With the re- 
sumption of an upward trend in car 
production in December, business in 
all divisions for this month will go 
ahead of November. 

The grand index of shipments to 
the car and truck manufacturers 
and to the wholesale trade by a 
|large and representative group of 
| M. E. A. members in November was 
| 153 per cent. of the January, 1925, 
index, as compared with 188 in Octo- 
| ber and 102 in November last year. 
| Business of original equipment 
|makers in November was 163 per 
;cent. of January, 1925, as compared 
| with 200 in October, 218 in Septem- 
| ber and 99 in November last year. 

Shipments to the trade by man- 
ufacturers of service parts last 
month were 149 per cent. of Jan- 
uary, 1925, as compared with 184 
in October, 185 in September and 
132 in November a year ago. 

Accessory sales to the wholesale 
trade in November were 78 per cent., 
as compared with 91 in October, 122 
in September and 75 in November 
last year. 

Shipments of makers of service 
equ-pment, that is, garage machin- 
ery and tools, last month were 122 
per cent., as compared with 141 in 
October and 143 in November last 
year. - 

In only service equipment ship- 
|ments was business in November 
|below the same month last year. 
| Service equipment manufacturers, 
| however, enjoyed an unusually pros- 
| perous business last year.

—With Ford going into 
the gain column for the first 
time this year, New Jersey’s 
eleven months’ new car regis- 
trations, which got off to a 
poor start in January, show

“ - The eleven months’ tabulation 
shows a total of 103,768 cars reg- 
istered this year, as against 92,634 
in 1927. 

Chevrolet continued to lead all 
other makes in numerical gain, 
having registered 21,212 this year, 
as against 15,582 last year, an in- 
crease of 36.1 per cent. Erskine 
had the biggest percentage gain, 
recording 248.7 per cent., with a 
total of 1,039 for the eleven 
months, as compared with 298 in | 
1927. | 

Other gains recorded were Au-| 

burn, 65.5 per cent.; *Cadillac, 2.6 
per cent.; Dodge, 1.4 per cent. (this!

rant, 37.1 per cent.; Ford, 9.7 per

The Ford gain has been the most 
interesting in this state. In Janu- 
ary of last year the Ford registra- 
tions were 1,301, while in Novem- 
ber last year they had dropped to 29 
as the Model T went out of produc- | 
tion. In January of this year Ford 
Model A registrations in this state | 
were 33, while in November of this | 
year they had reached 1,315. 

The October Ford registrations, 
however, were the highest this year, | 
when 1,467 cars were recorded by | 
the Motor Vehicle Department. The 
total thus far for 1928 is 8,136, as 
against 7,414 in the same period of 
1927. 

In addition to the outstanding 
gains made by Ford and Chevro- 
let, those of Graham-Paige, La 
Salle, Erskine, Hupmobile, Du- 
rant and Oldsmobile chalked up 
substantial increases. » Although 
there were sixteen makes of cars 
in the loss column at the close of 
the eleven months’ period, only 
seven were more than 300 cars 
behind.

“Foreign as well as domestic de- 
mand for the products of our farms 
and factories is steadily expanding. 
During the past year there has 
been an exceptionally large growth 
of our exports of finished manu- 
factures — especially automobiles, 
machinery and petroleum products. 

“In general it may be stated that 
both industry and trade are ex- 
ceptionally active as we enter the 
new year.”
